Communications involving this unit 
have been gradually declining for some 
months, and now appear to have ceased 
altogether. 



2. Malaysia. Civilian officials are beginning 

to get concerned over continuing Indo- 
nesian incursions into Malaysian Borneo. 



The civilians' eyes have finally been 
opened by solid proof that there were 
incursions not only after the two coun- 
tries had agreed in June to end con- 
frontation, but also after the agree- 
' ment had been signed in mid-August. 

The civilians, however, are reluc- 
tant to believe Suharto himself is re- 
sponsible. They think Suharto is the 
best they can hope for in Indonesia to- 
day . 
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
